1. Attempted several times te reach Mr. Harry Van Cleve 
in the General Counsel's affice ef OSD. Falling to reach him, 1 
atterapted to call General Loper and talked with a Colonel Crossan 5 
in his office. Cresson repeated the DOD position that CIA sheald ae 
not be in the Executive Order relatiag to delegation of authority to 
make determinations under the Atemic Energy Act. He further 
indicated that fer the purposes of the. ] conference en 23 Cetober 
if the Agency furaished types af information desired to be — 
DOD and AEC would secure the necessary Presidential determ . 
In reaponas to a specific quary he indicated CIA would not need to be 
included but could utillse established channels with the approval of 
BOG aad AEC, 


Z. Discussed the same subject ac above with General Starbird 
of AEC. His poesttion was entirely consistent with Colonel Crosson's 
except that in answer to a query he stated that a joint DOD/AEC request 
te the President for determination for 5 could 
include CIA for transmission purposes. This matter is being brought 
te the Director's attention. 


3. A follow-up call was made te Bill Fisher in the Bureau of 
the Budget on the status of the Atomic Energy Execative Order. He 
indicated that State wae satisfied with the Bureau's draft substitute 
Order, that the Defense position was net clear bat should be in on 
Monday, and that it was difficalt to determine when the Atomic Energy 
Commission position would be made known, The Commission is out of town 
at the mement and is not scheduled to meet again until Cctober 20 unless 
a epecial macting is called.
